The
i Zag says: “The Spunieh and
Cubnn dailles bring a sensational
piece of news to the Latin boxing
enthusinsts, According to the
dailiecs roferred to, Jesx Willard,
the champion boxer of the world,
is a Spaniard, and his true name is
Jose Villar. The Villar family
eame originally from Taffalla, in
Navarn, Spain. From data col-
lected in this city and judging
from photographs of the ehampion
that have been published there
should remain no doubt of the au-
thenticity of the newa.  This
stotement means a revindieation
of the Latin race as sportsmen and
rovives: the disputed question of
the prowess of the Anglo-Saxon.”
